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Student follows in Darwin's footsteps 


YOUNG environmentalist 
Abbie Barnes was over the 
moon with her GCSE re¬ 
sults, which came as the 
icing on the cake the day 
after returning from a five 
day residential scholarship 
course. 

Abbie, who is so passion¬ 
ate about the natural 
world that she has made 
several educational videos 
on the website YouTube, 
was one of only 15 


teenagers who were given 
the new Young Darwin 
Scholarship by the Field 
Studies Council. The schol¬ 
ars attended the "What 
Would Darwin Do Today?" 
course in Shropshire, near 
the birthplace of the fa¬ 
mous naturalist and father 
of the theory of evolution, 
Charles Darwin. 

The young naturalist and 
her peers spent time ex¬ 
ploring the countryside, 


observing plants and in¬ 
vertebrates and taking 
part in an earthworm sur¬ 
vey. They also enjoyed a 
canoe trip and learnt 
about the geology of the 
area. 

The 16 year old returned 
home to receive eight A 
grades in her GCSEs at 
Wadham School, including 
an A* in English, which was 
said to have been marked 
harder this year, and will 
be going to Richard Huish 
College to take her A-lev- 
els. 

Earlier this year, while still 
only 15, Abbie dined with 
a group of Members of the 
European Parliament 
when her environmental 
campaign for the sustain¬ 
able production of palm oil 
gained her a sponsored 
trip to Brussels. Her 
YouTube video was one of 
five to win a competition 
set by the Crewkerne- 
based charity, The Young 
People's Trust for the Envi¬ 
ronment, in association 
with Eurostar, for a trip to 
speak to the MEPs. 

Abbie's documentary 
was on the destructive ef¬ 
fects of palm oil, a sub¬ 
stance which has become 
an essential resource for 
the food, personal care, 
oleo-chemical and bio¬ 
diesel sectors and is used 
in one in 10 products 
found in the supermarket, 
including biscuits, confec¬ 
tionary and baked prod-

ucts, soaps, detergents 
and cosmetics. Currently 
much of the palm oil is 
made from farming which 
involves the destruction of 
the rainforests but it could 
be farmed more sustain¬ 
ably. 

The young film maker 
had also written on the 
subject in her school's 
newsletter to tried and 
raise awareness among 
her fellow students and 
others by calling for a 
change in product la¬ 
belling. The European Par¬ 
liament have now agreed 
to change product la¬ 
belling from 2014 to give 
consumers the option to 
choose, in the same way 
that there is labelling for 
sustainably caught fish. 

Abbie also volunteers as 
a ranger for South Somer¬ 
set District Council at 
Hamhill and for the Somer¬ 
set Wildlife Trust and loves 
to walk with her mother, 
Pearl. In July they walked 
the 100 miles of the West 
Highland Way to raise 
money for the charity War 
Child. 

The teen's passion for the 
environment began at an 
early age and she will con¬ 
tinue to campaign for a 
better world. Abbie said 
one of her hopes for he 
near future is to meet with 
her idol, the naturalist 
David Attenborough, 
whose footsteps she 
hopes to follow.

Paralympic hopeful is back 
on her wheels after injury

WITH the London 2012 
Paralympics underway, 
Merriott wheelchair ath¬ 
lete Ebony Court is back 
in training with high 
hopes for Rio 2016 thanks 
to the support of her vil¬ 
lage. 

It was a potentially dis¬ 
astrous start to the year for 
the 21 year old, who suf¬ 
fers from cerebral palsy 
which affects her hips and 
makes walking for any 
length of time difficult. 
She fell down the stairs at 
home and broke her wrist 
in February, putting a halt 
to her regular wheelchair 
training sessions. 

Then an illness, de¬ 
scribed as a medical 
enigma, struck her down 
for several weeks. 

On the positive side it 
was her right wrist that 
was injured and, having 
been plated and pinned, it 
is now ready to be gradu¬ 
ally strengthened again. 
Being right-handed, 
Ebony was able to con¬ 
tinue with the shotput, 
javelin and discus which 
she does from a stool. 

Battling adversity has 
been a daily task for 
Ebony, who had been pre¬ 
dicted never to walk by 
doctors when she was 
born. But thanks to family 
support and her own de¬ 
termination she trained 
her body to enable her 
limited mobility. 

She began wheelchair 
athletics only two years 
ago after school taster ses¬ 
sions by Somerset Activ¬ 
ity and Sports Partnership 
when she learned about 
Yeovil Olympiads. Ebony 
borrowed a special chair 
and after a few months, 
began competing in 
Blackpool. She has since 
gained three golds at the 
Somerset County Cham¬ 


pionship. 

Now, together with her 
mother, Hilary, she has 
taken an athletics leader 
course which means they 
can help out on the track, 
giving advice to others 
under the instruction of 
the coaches. They have 
noticed a definite increase 
in young people wanting 
to take up athletics with 
the Games being here this 
year. 

Every day Ebony does 
core training with weights 
and a medicine ball and 
now has racing wheels 
and a purpose built shed 
with rollers for her racing 
chair so she can practice 
for the 100m and 200m in 
bad weather and between 
track training. This is 
thanks to fundraising by 
her local pub, the King’s 
Head, led by landlady 
Gabbie Hirst-Derby shire, 
who launched the 
“Ebony’s Wheels” cam¬ 
paign, together with dona¬ 
tions from the Crewkerne 
Rotary Club and a few in¬ 
dividuals. 

Mrs Hirst-Derbyshire is 
the sister of artist Damien 
Hirst and he kindly do¬ 
nated one of his paintings 


to the last fundraiser that 
helped the total reach 
£1,500. The fundraising at 
the pub, where Ebony’s 
father Derek works in the 
bar, is ongoing and there 
are plans afoot to help 
support her all the way to 
Rio. 

However, the specialist 
equipment is costly. The 
gloves Ebony uses are 
American imports at £150 
a pair and her racing 
wheels are carbon fibre 
with specialist tyres. 
There is also a lot of trav¬ 
elling involved, both to 
train and to compete. 

Before she broke her 
wrist, Ebony was going to 
Warwick University every 
weekend to use their spe¬ 
cialist race track so she is 
extremely grateful for the 
on-going local support 
and hopes to make every¬ 
one proud with her 
Olympic dream in four 
years’ time. 

Good news came last 
week when she received a 
certificate from Cerebal 
Palsy Sport telling her 
that she had broken the 
national age group record 
for her classification in 
seated javelin with a dis¬ 


tance of 7.30 metres. On 
September 22nd she 
heads to the CP nationals 
in Nottingham for more 
throwing. 

Before her recent health 
issues, Ebony was a regu¬ 
lar volunteer at the Red 
Cross shop in Crewkerne, 
where she is thought 
highly of by the manager 
Jo Hampshire and her fel¬ 
low volunteers. But de¬ 
spite her retail experience 
and a BTec diploma in 
travel and tourism, which 
included a two week 
placement at Montecute 
House, she knows her dis¬ 
ability has been a barrier 
to getting a job and it has 
knocked her confidence. 
Because of the nature of 
her illness, she has to al¬ 
ternate sitting and stand¬ 
ing and she thinks 
potential employers don’t 
know how to place her. 

However, Ebony is now 
learning to drive an auto¬ 
matic car and hoping for 
more independence. She 
said her ideal job would 
be in retail but also she 
would love further train¬ 
ing to become a coach and 
pass on her sports passion 
to others like her. 


Communities being urged to 
bid for essential local services 


NEIGHBOURHOODS are being urged to lobby their 
local county councillors with ideas on how to spend 
between £500 and £50,000 to give them lasting con¬ 
trol over services. 

Successful bids could mean parish and district 
councils, voluntary groups or other organisations 
taking on existing Somerset County Council services 
such gully clearing, community transport or grass 
verge cutting. 

Cabinet member David Huxtable said: "The Com¬ 
munity Enablement Fund will support neighbour¬ 
hoods to run local services and facilities how they 
want, while the council continues to focus on large- 
scale countywide priorities such as social care, trans¬ 
port and economic growth. 

"Government policy is changing the way services 
are provided and also how councillors represent 
their constituents as people to inspire action and 


cultivate local projects. We are looking for innova¬ 
tion, better value for local taxpayers and creating 
long-term viability of services when we award the 
grants, and want communities to come forward with 
their ideas." 

The grant might be used for buying equipment or 
supplementing other funds, but will not be available 
as year-on-year funding. The council will also con¬ 
sider transferring assets such as offices or buildings. 
There is a limit of £50,000 for a single bid, unless 
there are compelling reasons for granting a larger 
sum. Collaboration between communities is also 
being encouraged. 

Applications will be considered on a first come, 
first served basis and the latest date for councillors 
to submit an application is January 31 st 2013.

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MP's support for'at risk' idea

AFTER reading about 
Madhura Dickeson’s ap¬ 
peal for an ‘at risk” register 
for older people in the Au¬ 
gust 10th edition of The 
Weekender, local MP 
David Laws went to meet 
with the Tatworth pen¬ 
sioner to hear more about 
her ideas. 

Having recently suffered 
distress at her own predica¬ 
ment, Ms Dickeson had 
expressed concern that 
there were others like her¬ 
self who may be suffering 
a gradual decline, living in 
isolation and in need of as¬ 
sistance. 

Mr Laws listened intently 
as she explained that when 
her landlords moved out of 
their adjoining property in 
order to sell, she suddenly 
felt more vulnerable and, 
coupled with her increas¬ 
ing degenerative rheuma¬ 
toid arthritis, her health 
had got significantly 
worse. She thought her 
only option would be as¬ 
sisted living and had got 
herself on the waiting list 
for a home. 

Her concern for others, 
like herself, who do not 
have family to watch out 
for them,was that there 
should be a type of ‘flag¬ 
ging up’ system, via GP 
listings to keep an eye on 
the over 70s, the disabled 
and the isolated. These

people may be struggling 
to cope but not speaking 
out for want of knowledge 
or because their decline 
was so gradual they were 
actually unaware they 
were struggling unneces¬ 
sarily. 

Ms Dickeson added that 
county councillor Jill 
Shortland had also paid 
her a visit since the previ¬ 
ous article and helped her 
get her house assessed for 
ramps and other aids to 
help her. Consequently her 
spirits were lifted to the 
point she thought she may 
actually be able to stay in 
her own home after all. 

She said: “I am able to 
use a computer but it still 
took me months to find the 
things I needed and I just 
got so tired, I didn’t want 
to bother anymore. Others 


may not be able to use a 
computer. If there was 
some way of making reg¬ 
ular checks on people, 
even if it was a just phone 
call by someone with a bit 
of common sense, an ordi¬ 
nary real person, it could 
make all the difference. 

“Jill said it was better for 
me, and I agreed, if I can 
stay in my own home as 
long as possible. It’s a lot 
cheaper I’m sure than the 
Government paying for 
me to be in a home. It’s not 
just elderly people either, 
there are younger people 
who may be slightly dis¬ 
abled or just feel isolated 
and are not coping.” 

Mr Laws agreed that 
there was a need but with 
Government cutbacks, so¬ 
cial services were proba¬ 
bly unable to provide the 


type of service she was 
suggesting. He said that 
perhaps with a combina¬ 
tion of volunteers and 
NHS backing something 
could be worked out and 
that he had already been 
approached by churches in 
Yeovil who helped young 
people, and wanted to do 
something similar for the 
elderly. 

The MP said he would 
talk to the NHS and local 
social services to discuss 
the possibility of flagging 
people, with their permis¬ 
sion, and approaching 
local churches or other 
voluntary groups to see if 
a support network was 
possible. He said he was 
pleased to have been 
brought in on the issue and 
would copy Ms Dickeson 
into any correspondence 
relating to it. 

Ms Dickeson said it was 
a sad reflection that this 
kind of service was neces¬ 
sary but isolation had be¬ 
come a bigger issue in 
today’s society. Originally 
from Kent, she was sur¬ 
prised to learn that in rural 
areas postmen often used 
to be the kind of watchful 
eye she was talking about 
but they no longer had the 
time and that many had 
missed the services of 
Meals on Wheels for the 
same reason.

WINSHAM shop and post office will have been a com¬ 
munity enterprise for ten years next week and on Sat¬ 
urday September 8th, the volunteers will be celebrating 
their achievement. 

The shop was saved from closure in 2002 by a large 
determined group of people in the parish who raised 
money and invested their own to save the valuable re¬ 
source. The shop is also a community hub with a vol¬ 
unteer force of 20 assisting the staff led by managing 
director Roger Tett and enabling the shop to be open 
seven days a week. 

Shares in enterprise at £10 each can still be bought by 
anyone who is interested in keeping the essential serv¬ 
ice going.

Scrum down - Rugby season preview with Keith Jenkin 


THE local rugby season commences tomorrow. 

CHARD quite simply, have enjoyed an absolutely brilliant run 
on the field over the last two seasons, under the guiding hand 
of coach, Steve Broom. 

Some 18 months ago I watched them win a play-off that 
took them into a promotion place and, on the back of their 
performance on that occasion, I forecast that they would 
make their mark in the Western Counties Division. I did not 
foresee just how big a mark that would be. 

Throughout the 2011/2012 season they topped their new 
division, coping with the efforts of all challengers and, in the 
end, emerging as very worthy champions. 

All that is in the past however. Within the next few days they 
will begin their South West League Division campaign and in 
season 2012/2013 will compete at the highest level that the 
club has done throughout its history. 

How will they fare at the higher level? On the plus side they 
have most of their last season's squad still available, with the 
possible exception of open side Ryan Hellier who is travelling 
down south.

Glovers In Focus

Glovers' early momentum continues 


YEOVIL Town continue their excellent start 
to the 2012-13 season. On Saturday they 
swept aside Scunthorpe at Gian ford Park to 
go top of nPower League One, their highest 
league position in their history.
